The dry season Is here to stay 
for a long time and this means 
that we must be careful. Too 
much caution can not be used 
with ine fires. When in the 
mountains be fire conscious. If 
one will think how easily the 
brush of the mountains will 
catch fire, he will not carelessly 
throw a lighted cigarette from a 
car or drop a match without first 
being certain it is out. It is 
thought that sun rays shining on 
glass will create sufficient heat 
to Ignite the dry tinder. Do not 
throw empty bottles or broken 
glass into the brush. Many of 
these are found by firemen and 
carried away by them to prevent 
fires. 

Don't take that long chance, 
think of the hills afire. 

Don't ever light a fire In pro¬ 
hibited areas. 

Don’t think that you are an ex¬ 
ception, your cigarette will bum 
as much as the other fellow's. 

Don't be the one to say, “I 
didn’t know It was dangerous.” 
That is a poor excuse. 

Don't make a bon-fire in the 
back yard without getting the 
fire chief’s permission. He will 
look it over or have someone do 
it .Don’t think that because we 
haven’t had a fire for a long 
time that we are immune from 
them.

to pay the State’s bills. The 
$28,000,000 deficit accumulated 
during the past four years could 
be retired gradually, financial ex¬ 
perts believe, if business condi¬ 
tions continue improving in the 
future. 

According to the arguments is¬ 
sued by Frank C. Jordan, secre¬ 
tary of state, "ample safeguards 
are placed around such borrow¬ 
ings.

Over 17 Million Put 
Into Circulation 
For Water Employes 

That membership in the Metro¬ 
politan Water District has brought 
direct employment benefits to¬ 
taling $17,392,150 to the citizens 
of 13 Southern California cities 
was revealed today in a Colorado 
River Aqueduct construction re¬ 
port issued from the office of 
General Manager F. E. Wey¬ 
mouth of the District. 

The figures cover Water Dis¬ 
trict employment records be¬ 
tween November 1, 1932, and 

June 30, 1935, and represent 

wages paid to District citizens 
employed directly by the Watei 
District and those employed on 
Colorado River Aqueduct work by 
Water District contractors. Dur¬ 
ing the period named, the num¬ 
ber of employees on the pro¬ 
ject increased from 286 to 8,838 

It is pointed out that the aque¬ 
duct construction program is 
scheduled to be accelerated great¬ 
ly in the fall, resulting in a 
heavy increase in employment. 

Work on the project is under 
way along a 300-mlle front, ex¬ 
tending from the Colorado River 
as far west as Pasadena. Ap¬ 
proximately 105 miles of tunnels 
are under construction or under 
contract, as well as more than 
150 miles of canals, conduits, and 
siphons. By the end of the sum¬ 
mer District engineers expect to 
launch construction of a huge 
power transmission line which ul¬ 
timately will carry 36 per cent 
of all the electrical energy gen¬ 
erated at Boulder Dam to the 
aqueduct line to be used for the 
operation of aqueduct pumps. 

The report emphasized the 
fact that only bona fide citi¬ 
zens of the 13 member cities of 
the Water District are eligible 
»'or aqueduct jobs, either with 
the District directly or with the 
District’s contractors.

Donelans Buy Home 
On North Lima'St. 

Dr. and Mrs. James S. Done- 
lan this week closed a deal for 
the purchase of the home at 334 
North Lima street, which they 
have occupied since they moved 
to Sierra Madre. Dr. Donelan is 
assistant medical director of the 
Pacific Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, of California. They 
came to California five years 
ago and have lived at various 
places in and near Los Angeles. 
Two years ago they came to 
Sierra Madre and liked the city 
and its climate so well they de¬ 
cided to make this their perma¬ 
nent horqp. 


S TILL seeking millions to make 
the wheels of State govern¬ 
ment go ’round, California’s 
State Legislature will probably 
be called into extra session 
either in January or February of 
next year to determine on new 
tax sources to agument the huge 
tax fund of $366,000,000 already 
set-up for the ensuing two-year 
period. 

For the most part, the funds 
to be raised at the special ses¬ 
sion will go to relief for the un¬ 
employment and destitute—the 
1935 session having budget only 
$24,000,000 for this purpose, or 
ibout half the estimated require¬ 
ments for the biennium. 

But in addition to the new war 
chest for relief activities, there 
is also the possibility that the 
Legislature may be required to 
raise some extra millions for 
general government, dependent on 
the accuracy or inaccuracy of 
estimates of revenues to be de¬ 
rived from new sources tapped by 
the 1935 lawmaking session. 

The session recently adjourned 
bolstered establishment revenue 
measures with new levies which it 
was generally estimated will yield 
additional income. But some of 
the State’s financial wizards pre¬ 
dict that actual cash income from 
new sources will fall approxi¬ 
mately $20,000,000 short of es¬ 
timates, necessitating action by 
next year’s session to wipe out 
this shortage in addition to find¬ 
ing $24,000,000 more for relief 
purposes. 

On the other hand, there is 
the "hope”—based on a possible 
pickup in business and industry, 
which would be reflected in their 
tax payments—that actual rev¬ 
enue will exceed the estimates, 
thereby reducing the added sum 
needed for relief. It was due, in 
fact, to this impossibility to 
forecast business conditions—and 
consequently state revenue con¬ 
ditions— that the final work oi 
balancing the budget was left to 
next year’s scheduled special ses¬ 
sion. 

To the average taxpayer, at¬ 
tempting to gauge what the state 
will take from his business or his 
pocketbook, the all-important 
question is "What tax sources are 
left?" “Where will they look for 
the money?” 

And perhaps the best Index to 
the answer is to be found in the 
tax measures which were pro¬ 
posed at the 1935 session, but 
which failed of passage. Out of 
this group, in all probability, will 


come the new tax sources of 1936. 
And here’s the group: 

A State ad valorum, or gen¬ 
eral property tax. Based on a 
tax of 12 cents per $1000 valu¬ 
ation, a State property lev would 
raise approximately $18,000,000. 

A severance tax on natural gas 
and oil (and pernaps on aii na¬ 
tural resources, including gold 
and timber), which would raise 
from $20,000,000 upward, depend¬ 
ing rates. 

An assortment of “nuisance 
taxes” and special levies, includ¬ 
ing taxes on tobacco, motion pic¬ 
ture films, stock and bond trans¬ 
fers, consumer’s utility bills, real 
estate transfers, new truck taxes, 
theatre admissions, and increased 
insurance taxes. 

A real estate transfer tax, it 
is generally estimated, would 
yield some $6,000,000 for the two- 
year period, based on a rate of 
1 per cent, and is rated in "the 
most probable” list of new levies. 
Barring a great gap between es¬ 
timates and collections under the 
new tax acts already established, 
the real estate transfer tax— 
combined with either a state ad 
valorum, or a severance tax— 
would about raise the needed new 
revenue. 

California taxpayers —farmers 
and common property owners es¬ 
pecially—face the necessity of 
studying the pending tax propo¬ 
sals carefully during the inter¬ 
vening months before the special 
legislative session, if the property 
owner is to escape new and ruin¬ 
ous burdens. 

A state property tax, once es¬ 
tablished, would be constantly 
subject to rate increases which 
would rapidly cancel the savings 
achieved under the Riley-Stewart 
Tax Relief Plan. And with the 
real estate transfer tax added, 
the common property owner soon 
would be back in his old role of 
"carrying the white man’s bur¬ 
den."
